There is usu­ 
ally little o r no scientific ba« is fo r 
them. The v egetables we eat ev ery 
day are v ery much the same chem­ 
ically : o nly the m inute traces o f 
so me chemical which giv es them a 
change o f taste makes them differ 
o ne fro m the o ther. 
No r hav e 
they any m arked medicinal pro p­ 
erties. 


o usly eno ugh, th a t the o ld French 
idea th a t articho kes were go o d 
fo r the liv er and kidney s had so me 
basis because they iso lated a diu­ 
retic and bile-fo rm ing substance 
called cy narine fro m extracts o f 
the leav es and ro o ts. 
B ut here 
o s ce mo re a beautiful dream w as 
po lled because the edible p a rt o f 
t.'.e articho ke do cs no t co ntain 
c : arine. W here the French go t 
thr i r hunch th a t it was in the a rti- 
c' o ke at all rem ains a deep, dark 
my stcry . 


A Go o d Vegetable 
Rut in spite o f all this, the a rti- 
cho U is a go o d v egetable. It real­ 
ly i.= n’t as go o d nutritio nally as 
the po tato , but it has so und quali­ 
tie s It is abo ut 2 per cent pro tein 
and 14 per cent starch. The o rdi­ 
nary glo be articho ke is a mem ber 
o f the thistle fam ily , while the 
Jerusalem articho ke is a tuber o f 
t e sunflo wer fam ily . The J e ru­ 
salem articho ke co ntains inulin, 
but has mo re starch th an the glo be 
articho ke. 
Bo th fo rm s co ntain 
go o d am o unts o f pho spho rus and 
iro n, and so me v itam ins A and B, 
but alm o st no v itam in C. 
Amo ng the peculiarities o f the 
articho ke is o ne it shares w ith 
cabbage, spinaeh, cauliflo wer and 
v egetable m arro w o f abso rbing 
w ater while co o king. In a state 
o f n ature an articho ke is 80 p er 
cent w ater; a fte r co o king it is 91 
per cent w ater. 


Co ntains inulin 
In the case o f the articho ke, 
ho wev er, when the chemists came 
to t taly ze it there was fo und so me 
basis fo r co nsidering it as a medic­ 
inal plant. A co nsiderable am o unt 
o f its co ntained carbo hy drate is in 
the fo rm o f inulin, which unlike 
m o st o ther v egetable starches is 
no t co nv erted to gluco se in the 
bo dy , but is hy dro ly zed to Icv ulo se. 
Because o f this, the articho ke has 
been adv o cated in ca^es o f dia­ 
betes, but furth e r studies hav e 
pro v ed th a t the diabetic do es no t 
to lerate lev ulo se any better than 
he do es dextro se, so the diabetic 
dream th a t he co uld eat all the 
articho kes he wanted faded away .

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FEDERAL TAXES 
TAXES are more unpleasant than usual, 
* 
but have to be talked about. Current 
federal taxes, figured to yield about $17,- 
000,000,UUU a year, must be jumped up. 
It would be impossible to meet all the war 
bills as they appear; but in a time of big 
national income, largely derived from iv ar 
wages and profits, it is well as use as much 
of that income as possible, to hold down 
the big debt. 
In addition to the seventeen billions re­ 
ferred to, another tax bill is expected to 
add several billions. 
But Secretary, Mor- 
genthau looks beyond 
that jump, and 
hopes to raise tile government’s total in­ 
come to SSO,POO,OOO,OOO a year. The last 
war altogether cost less than that. But the 
job is immensely greater now. The people 
presumably are ready to pay very heavily, 
and use war profits for debt reduction, to 
maintain the national credit. 


CHARCOAL FOR POWER 
M 
OST Americans, in spite of foreign re­ 
ports of automobiles and trucks oper­ 
ating on charcoal, have been skeptical. But 
the thing can be done. A paper company 
in Canton, N. C., moved to experiment by 
an Australian visitor, reports that is has 
heavy-duty trucks running satisfactorily on 
such fuel. Observers look over the power 
plant incredulously, but are forced to ad­ 
mit that “the blamed thing works”. 
The 
trucks are said to be capable of 15 miles 
an hour, carrying heavy loads. 
There is no gasoline used except a 
quart for starting the engine and wanning 
it up in the morning, a process which takes 
about five minutes. 
Then it is switched 
over to the charcoal gas. made mostly from 
hardwood refuse, and runs all day at small 
cost. The same trucks are now said to be 
running rather satisfactorily on hardwood 
tires. 
These experiments show reassuringly 
what can be done on a big scale in this 
country if the fuel and rubber situation 
continues to deteriorate. 
The 
charcoal, 
however, seems unlikely to be used much 
on automobiles. 


ADVISERS CONCERNED 
W ASHINGTON — Some of the Presi- 
** dent’s close advisers are getting more 
and more concerned over drafting a huge 
army and the simultaneous problem of 
supporting that army. 
They figure that 
the quest of manpower is going to get 
tougher and tighter, and that eventually 
we may find it a mistake to draft an army 
of 10,000,000 men — especially since we 
lack the means of getting them to grips 
with the enemy. 
White House advisers point to physi­ 
cians as an example. Today the Army is 
plucking doctors from civilian life by all 
sorts of methods, 
first promising them 
commissions if they enlist, then threaten­ 
ing that if they don’t enlist they will be 
drafted. Students in medical schools have 
been taken in as reserve officers and, in 
some cases, third year medical students 
who couldn’t pass the 
officers* physical 
exam, are being drafted as buck privates 
— despite three years of medical training. 
The goal 
which the Army seeks is 
seven doctors-to every 1,000 men, w hereas 
the British have found the optimum figure 
to be four and a half. 
Result is that many small communities 
find themselves without a doctor, and the 
situation will get worse. For at the rate of 
seven doctors per 1,000 men, a 10,000,000 
man army will need 70,000 doctors and 
there are only 150,000 to 160,000 in the 
entire United States—of which only 103,- 
000 are young enough for sendee in the 
Medical Corps. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 
Aside from doctor, industrial produc­ 
tion is also affected. The bigger the army, 
the more production is needed, yet the less 
labor there is to provide it. 
This is tile 
point which Donald Nelson and Paul Mc­ 
Nutt hammered home to Army chiefs last 
week. 
Meanwhile bills have been drawn up 
by botli the Manpow er Commission and the 
W ar Department to draft all men between 
18 and 65, and all w omen between 18 and 
50 for national service. 
Congress, under 
these bills, will be asked to vote Die au­ 
thority to the President, who would then 
dispose of 
the 
manpower 
and woman 
power of the nation as he sees fit. 
He would be able to transfer any indi­ 
vidual from one job to another, likewise 
compel acceptance of such transfers by 
employers. 
Local draft boards would re­ 
tain their autonomy, thus giving them far 
more power in their communities than any­ 
one ever anticipated.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Nutritious Artichoke Has 
Value as a Wartime Food 
By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE OTHER day when I wrote 
about the potato as a good war­ 
time food because it is so common 
and so valuable, I promised to con­ 
tinue the series. I did not antici-

pate that there would be three in­ 
quiries on my desk this week about 
artichokes. 
The artichoke can hardly be 
considered a common wartime 
vegetable, although heaven knows 
what will turn up as a common 
vegetable these days. What my 
correspondents w anted to find out 
though was about the medicinal 
properties of artichokes. 
The French people claim that 
the artichoke has very remarkable 
medicinal values for diseases of 
the liver and kidneys and for itch­ 
ing, hives and asthma. 
Such ideas gain authority large­ 
ly through repetition. Sauerkraut, 
if you san imagine, was idolized 
by the Egyptians. There is usu­ 
ally little or no scientific basis for 
them. The vegetables we eat every 
clay arc very much the same chem­ 
ically: only the minute traces of 
some chemical which gives them a 
change of taste makes them differ 
one from the other. 
Nor have 
they any marked medicinal prop­ 
erties. 
Contains lnulin 
In the case of the artichoke, 
however, when the chemists came 
to - ’.alyze it there was found some 
basis for considering it as a medic­ 
inal plant. A considerable amount 
of its contained carbohydrate is in 
the form of inulin, which unlike 
most other vegetable starches is 
not converted to glucose in the 
body, but is hydrolyzed to levulose. 
Because of this, the artichoke has 
been advocated in eases of dia­ 
betes, but further studies have 
proved that the diabetic does not 
tolerate levulose any better than 
he does dextrose, so the diabetic 
dream that he could eat all the 
artichokes he wanted faded away. 
The chemist# also found, curi­ 


ously enough, that the old French 
idea that artichokas were good 
for the liver and kidney had »ome 
basis because they isolated a diu­ 
retic and bile-forming substance 
called cynarine from extract# of 
the leaves and roots. But hero 
once more a beautiful dream wa# 
polled because the edible part of 
the artichoke does not contain 
e> marine. Where the French got 
their hunch that it wa# in the arti­ 
choke at all remains a deep, dark 
mystery. 
A Good Vegetable 
Hut in spite of all this, the arti- 
j choke is a good vegetable. It real- 
' Iv isn’t os good nutritionally aa 
s the potato, but it has sound quali- 
1 tie*. It is about 2 per cent protein 
and 14 per cent starch. The ordi­ 
nary globe artichoke is a member 
of the thistle family, whila th# 
Jerusalem artichoke is a tuber of 
the sunflower family. Th# Jeru­ 
salem artichoke contains inulin, 
but has more starch than th# globe 
artichoke. 
Both forms contain 
good amounts of phosphorus and 
iron, and some vitamins A and B, 
but almost no vitamin C. 
Among the peculiarities of the 
artichoke is one it shares with 
cabbage, spinach, cauliflower and 
vegetable marrow of absorbing 
water while cooking. In a state 
of nature an artichoke is 80 per 
cent water; after cooking it is t i 
per cent wster.

Course Planned 
Plans for the two-day course 
were discussed Wednesday when 
Boy Scout organization leaders 
met for a conference in Pick­ 
away Arms restaurant. The Rev. 
Robert T. Kelsey, district chair­ 
man, 
presided at the 
meeting, 
which was attended by Earl Mc- 
Vey of Columbus, field scout ex­ 
ecutive, 
who has been 
devoting 
much of his time in recent weeks 
to Circleville and Pickaway coun­ 
ty Boy Scout organization work. 
Classes will be conducted for 
two hours at each of the two eve­ 
nings, starting at 7:30. Youths re­
